MR. BURNSIDE’S SPEECH, 

In tae House or Reriesentarives, June 14, 
1826, on tHE Bint FOR nepeatine a Law 
OF THE LAST SESSION, AN» REVIVING A STAT- 
UTE ON THE SAME SUBJECT, passep tx 1784 
FOR RESTRAINING Uscry. 

"[Reported for the Galaxy } 


Mr. Speaker : The courtesy of the "ouse, man- 
ifeated yesterday by a vote to adjourn, has re- 
lieved me from much of the difficulty, ~pder 
which I then rose to address you. Still, howsy. 
er, I feel embarrassed from a want of prepara- 
tion, on a subject, whick so much requires it. 
If I could come to this discuss‘on under the most 
favorable circumstances ; if 1 could bring to it all 
the information, and all the results, with which 
time, andindustry could furnish me, J must ney- 
critvicss, fel sensibly tne want of experience in 
the duties of legislation, and be embarrassed by 
the recollection, that I am unaccustomed to de- 
bate ina place like this. If, sir, among the nu- 
merous subjects, which are, every hour, present- 
ed for our consideration, there be any one, which 
demands more than an ordinary share of atten- 
tion; any one, which should be approached with 
more than our usual circumspection ; in my ap- 
prehension, it is that which is involved in the 
bill upon your table. It is acknowledge’, on all 
sides, to be highly important; to be extremely 
difficult, and to have long occupied the minds, 
and divided the opinions of the most distinguish- 
ed Statesmen and Jurists in this, and every oth- 
er Country in the civilized world. With what- 
ever confidence, therefore, other gentlemen may 
engage in this inquiry ; however competent they 
may feel to obviate the difficulties, and remove 
the doubts, which have so long hung over it, be 
assured, Sir, that [ approach it with all that diffi- 
dence, which « deep sense of its magnitude, a 
profound respect for the great men, who have 
examiued it, and a well founded distryst of my 
own capacity to do it justice, are calculated to 
inspire. - 

Thad indalged the hope, Sir, that we should 
not have had presented to us the unpleasant al- 
ternative of being silent, when a eubject of so 
much imerest to our constituents,was about to re- 
ceive the final decision of this House, or of meet- 
ing it thus unexpectedly and unprepared. And 
Iam utterly at a loss to conceive why it is, that 
every effort to obtain only so much delay as was 
necessary to make such inquiries, and collect 
such infurmation as might enable us to vote sat- 
isfactorily to our own minds,and to give a reason 
for our votes to our constituents,should have met 
such resolute, and hitherto, successful, opposition. 
Some gentlemen seem to have designed not only 
to force us to the discussion the present Session, 
but also to deprive us of the usual refreshments 
uatil that discussion should be brought to a 
close. The motion to postpone, now under con- 
sideration, and by which thé whole subject is 
opened to debate, seems to present the last pros- 
pect of obtaining delay ; and as I deem it my 
duty not to be silent on this occasion, I shall en- 
ter the field of inquiry, into which gentlemen 
have conducted us, and skall ask the indulgence 
of the House, while | present such views as 
ouly a few hours reszarch have furnished me. 

1 am in favor, Sir, of the motion to postpone 
this subject to the next Session, and am decid- 
ly opposed to the revival of the law of 1784. The 
provisions of that law were mischievous and in- 
tolerable. The penalty prescribed in the first 
section was vastly disproportionate to the of- 
fence, intended to be prevented, and for that rea- 
son, entirely failed of its object. A lender for- 
feited the whole sum loaned, althongh he reserved 
but one dollar ubove the legal rate of interest, 
and the loan were 81000; and he forfeited no 
more, in cass he reserved 100 per cent. above that 
rate. What, Sir, doesthe history of legislation 
teach us on this subject? If I mistake not, all 
modern writers of celebrity hear united testimo- 
ny to the soundness of this doctrine, that the mor- 
al influence of punishment upon the conduct of men, 
is inversely proportioned to the severity of such 
punishment; that is, the more severe the 
threatened punishment, compared with the crime, 
the less is its influence in restraining men from the 
commission of it. : 

Do you wish for illustration ? look at the list 
of capital offences in England, swollen to the 
frightful extent of more than 160 crimes ; com- 
pare it with that of Massachusetts, founded un- 





der the mild and merciful influence of our more 





lſiheral institutions, and) comprising only five or 
six, and tell me, Sir, are these offences less fre- 
nently committed in England because the of- 
fonder must expiate the crime by a forfenure of 
his life ? or, Sir, are the same offences more fre- 
quently committed here, because the punishment 
is milder? No, Sir, the reverse of this is the 
truth. Jurors in that country will go to the very 
verge of perjury to acquit a guilty man, and thus 
save him frem the dreadful consequences of | 
slight transgressions. The same priuciple is ap- 
plicable, with all its force, to Usury. The histo- 
ry of Usury lawa abundantly proves these posi- 
tions. Ist.—In all countries which have prohib- 
ited the taking of any interest, although under the 
severest penalties, the market rate of interest 
has been highest. 2d.—In those countries which 
have made no provision on the subject, the mar- 
ket rate of interest has been the lowest ; anid 
wherever the laws have allowed interest, but.lim- 
ited the amount, the market rate has been a me- 
dium between these two extremes. J hazard 
nothing in pledging myself to support these po- 
sitions. The gentleman from Boston, who 
spoke first in opposition to this motion, (Mr. 
Dunlap) bas addressed you at great length, and 
has mu le many statements respecting the Usury 
laws of other countries, but I am so unfortunate 
az not to understand the relevancy of those state- 
ments to his main object. Ue first referred us 
to the law of Moses and to the New Testament, 
to satisfy us of the necessity of legislation here, 
to restrain the taking of exorbitant interest. 
Sir, I trust there is no one, who feels more rev- 
erenve for those Sacred writings than 1! do. 
Considering them us designed, by their divine 
Author, to prescribe to us a course of moral duty 
in the present life, and te raise our hopes to im 
mortality, they are imiced the choicest gift of 
heaven to man ; but théy were no more intend- 
ed to instruct us in the business of legislation, 
than to teach us the principles of Natural Philos- 
ophy ; and the gentleman might, with equal pro- 
priety, take the Bible in his hand to refute the 
principles of Newton, to convince us that the 
planets were flat as trenchers, and stationary in 
the spheres, as to direct us in the duties befure 
us. When I hear gentlemen, upon every com- 
mon occasion, pressing the scriptures upon our 
attention, I ain not always quite sure whether it 
be for the purpose of adding dignity and solem- 
nity to the debate, or rather with a view to turn 
the whole intoridicule. But the gentleman says, 
all other Countries have laws against Usury. If 
the fact were so, it would not warrant the infer- 
ence he draws from it, If such laws are found 
in other Countries, itno more follows that we 
should enact them, than that we shoul! adopt 
their forms of government, or introduce their pe- 
culiar customs, which do not comport with the 
habits of our citizens or the genius of the age. 
But Sir the statement is not correct,asI shall 
presently shew, and { marvel that the gentle- 
man’s elaborate researches should not have giv- 
en him different views on this subject. If he 
had cunsulted the travcls of Anacharsia, and 
Say’s treatise on political Economy, he would 
have found, that Athens had no law against ex- 
horbitant interest. There the market rate de- 
pended, as it ulways hus, and still does, not upon 
the amount of circulating medium, but upon the 
P-otits of the business in which the capital bor- 
rowvl was employed, and upon the nature of 
the sectnity offered by the borrower to the lend- 
er. Thus Xe interest paid by those engaged in 
the shipping traa, oy the Eoxine, and Mediter- 
ranean Seas was 30 per cent., owing to the haz- 
ard of the trade and the profits derived frown it ; 
while agriculturalists and others engaged in leas 
hazardous and less profitable Pursuits, could ob- 
tain loans at 12 percent. Both these rates could 
be better afforded by the borrower. than 6 per 
cent. in Maasachusetis at the present tae, 
Ifthe gentleman hed looked into so coteagy 
book as the “ Spirit of the Laws” by the Pi.

dent Muntesquien, a classic in cur Colleges, he 
would have learned, that at Rome, during the 
period of the Republic, when as lie says, the pen- 
alties against Usurers were very severe, the mar- 
ket rate of interest was eXcessively high; was 
continually taken by lenders, and the laws either 
evaded,‘or sct at defiance. 

The same author would have informed him 
too, thatin Mahometan Conntries, notwithetand- 
ing the tremendous devunciations of the Koran, 
aguinst all interest ; qa book the gentleman cited 
with approbation,) the market rate of interest is 
20 times higher than in England where 5 per 
cent. is allowed. Mallam’s History of the Mid- 
dle Ages woul! also have convinced him, that 
during the Middle ages, the rate of interest at 
Verona, Genoa, and Catalonia, all distinguished 
for agricultural, manufacturing, or commercial 
enterprise, aud in which but little restraint was 
put upon pecuniary contracts, the rate of inter- 
est was comparatively low: while in France it 
was exorbitant, and in England, sometimes 30 
per cent. per month, ih both which, all interest 
was prohibited by law. Again Sir; Storch’s 
treatise on polititeal economy would have fur- 
nished him another usoful lesson on this point ; 
that in France, the rate of interest was fixed at 
5 per cent. in 1655, before which time, all interest 
had been prohibited. The minister of finance, 
Mons. Laverdy, reduced it from 5 to 4, and the 
immediate consequence was, that the market 
rate rose from 5to G. Fortunately the miniater 
who had rashness enough to venture the experi- 
ment, had prudence enough to abandon it, so 
soon as he saw its effect, and the market rate a- 
gain fell to 5 per cent. 

The same happened in Livonia, where the 
Empress Catherine had reduced the legal rate 
from 6 to 5, in 1786. The market rate direetly 
rose from 5 to 6; the lender charging the hor- 
rower with a premium for the risk he run in vio- 
lating the law. The history of Statute reguia- 
tions in England is replete with instruction on 
this subject, which it may be well for us not 
wholly to disregard. : 

The first Statute, limiting interest was the 37 
Henry & in 1546. By this act, the rate was fix- 
ed at 10 per cent. previous to which all interest 
was forbidden. ‘The very preamble to this 
Statute furnishes convincing proof of the fully of 
attempting to restrain the taking of any interest. 
lt says “ that the Statutes, prohibiting interest al- 
together, have so little force, that little or no punish- 
ment hath ensued to the offenders.” In 1552 a 
Statute of Edward 6, again prohibited all inter- 
est; denominating Usury as “a ce most odious 
and detestable, and contrary to the word of God.” 
In spite of this anathema, however, the market 
rate rose from 10 to 14 per cent., and continued so 
till 1571, with little variation, when the Statute 
of 13:h_ Elizabeth, repealed the act of Edward 
G. aud revived that of Henry 8 The preamble 
of this last act thus acknowledges the result of 
experience ;—“ the t ect of Edward 
G, had not done s0 much good as was hoped for, 
but that rather the vice of Usury hath much more 
exceedingly abounded to the utter undoing of many 
gentlemen.merchants,occupiers, and others,and te the 





tnsupportable hurt of the Commonwealth.” Stron- 
ger evidence in support of my first position could 
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hardly be imagined. And even now the Brit- 
ish ministry are striving, and have been for ten 
years, to obtain an absolute and wnqualified re- 
peal of all laws now existing in Engldud on this 
subject, from a thorough conviction of their inu- 
tility and) =mischievous tendency. Holland, Sir, 
had no Usury Jaws until the introduction into 
that country of the Code Napoleon in 1795. And 
yet fortwenty years pust the ave.aze market 
rate of interest there has been from 3 to 4 per 
cent. per annum, on good securities, and on the 
poorest, not more than 6 or 7 per cent. During 
the same time, it has been in England from 5 to 
10 or 15, or five times greater thar in Holland. 
liamburgh has no “Usury laws. The rate of 
interest there has averaged at 4 or 5 per cent. 
Sometimes it rises to 7, and even to 10, owing to 
temporary causes. Leghorn aud Spain have no 
such laws—average rate for 20 years past, 6 per 
cent. Russia and Austria limit the rate at 6 per

France once did, and Turkey atill does, prohibit | 
the takiag of any intere forthe use of money. | 


Yetin those Countries, the highest rate has been 
openly taken in defiance of the laws. 

Wolland, Leghorn, Uamburgh, and Spain have 
no laws on the subject, and in there Countries, 
money has been loaned onthe lowest terms. 
England, France, Russia, and Austria, limit the 
rate by law; and in these Countries the market 
rate, though generally above the legal rate, is 
neither so high nor so low asin the two classes 
of governments, to which J have alluded. But 
we need not look across the Atlantic for cases in 
point. Our sister States, which border on our 
own territory, New-Hampshire, and Vermont, 
though younger are yct wiser than we are, on 
this subject. They fix the penalty against Usury 
only at three times the excess above the lawful 
interest. Their laws have been in operation for 
more than 30 years; and [ submit it to the intel- 
ligence of this house, if oppression be not, at 
leaat, us effectuany Preventés there ag jn Massa- 
chusetts. The middling and iuwer classés 6: 
citizens there make no complaints, and their 
legislators liave no occasion to spend their time in 
nea yA the policy of their laws; and yet, Sir, 
with all these facta before us, we are told by” the 
gentleman from Boston, (Mr. Bunlap,) that noth- 
ing but the barbarous law of 1784 can rescue the 
poor froin the grasp of the iron hearted miser, 
and prevent general distress and ruin in the com- 
munity. Sir, if the statements I hav@made be 
supported by history, they denwnstrate clearly, 
that such representations are mere delusions of 
the gentleman’s imagination. If I am wrong, 1 
I do not challenge gen- 
tlemen to do this, for I am too timid to give chal- 
lenges of any kind, but J invite, nay, I implore 
those, who are preparing to address the house on 
this occasion, to shew me, that 1 have been un- 
successful in my researches ufter historic truth. 
If they can do this, I yield the point in debate ; if 
they cannot, the argument is conclusive on our 
part. 

Sir, T have other objections to thelaw of 1784 
besides that, which I have taken so much time to 
consider. These 1 have suggested on a former 
occagion, and shall not now consider them. It 
would illy comport with the obligation I am un- 
der to the house for its indulgent attention, that I 
should further occupy the r to the exclusion 
of other gentlemen. ‘ 

I have stated the principal reasons, which will 
induce me, unless my mind shall be changed by 
arguments not yet suggested by any one, to vote 
in favor of the motion for postponement. I am 
disposed to put an adequate restraint upun the 
taking excessive interest,-although I believe the 
time not fur distant when the whole people will 
be convinced, that any legal regulations on the 
subject are notonly unnecessary,but prejudicial to 
the interests of the community.

THE LEGISLATURE. 
The session °s closed, the speeches all are o'er, 
And patriot-statesmen turn their coats no mure ; 
Pricsts, actors, tape-retailers, farmers, lawyers, 
Mechanics, bank directors, and wood-sawyers, 
Have signed the pay-roll, pocketed their wages, 
Aad left the capitel—(a band of sages !)— 
Tis silence ali—and now what mure is due, 
But that we take the chair, aud the whole corps review ? 
If it be true that all the world's a stuge and all 
the men and women merely players, it followe as 
an unavoidable corollary that legislation is a play 
and the grave legislators the Drama. Pers. of the 
farce. And what would our grand state play be 
worth without a critic, to tell the sovereign peo- 
ple who are not immediate spectators of the 
same, how those servants of their majesties, to 
whom the various parts had been cast, perform- 
ed their assigned duties? Verily, it were better 
to have no play at all. Itis therefure proposed, 
in this, and two or three succeeding papers, to 
exhibit a few sights from the capitol for the in- 
- struction of distant readers ; and this will be done 
without further use of the play-house metaphor, 
Qhan to say, that the reviewer will only handle, 
(and that with gloves made from the skin of the 
gossamer) the prominent actorsin the scenes ; the 
mutes and the supernumeraries must be content 
with the honor of filling up the stage, and the 
general declarativn that they “acted well their 
part.” Let us begin with the popular branch of 
the legislature, the House of Representatives. 


Age and seniority are passports to hopor. Pri- 
ority of notice is due to Ma. Srocum ia Dart- 
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mouth. This geutleman must be coniderably 
over seventy yents of age, and was a member of 
the house of representatives near.;s forty years ago. 
He has beena me:nber of that body almost every 
year since his first election ; but was once returned 
asa senator from the county of Bristol. His politics 
are suchas are styled republican: but it) would 
be difficult for those who know him pnly' by his 
speeches now, to determine whether he has any 
very distinct and settled notious of political econ- 
omy. In times of high party excitement, when 
men were divided on questions of national poli- 
cy, when every man was a federalist or a repub- 
lican (in the party and exclusive acceptatio: of 
that term, republican) be was always found acting 
with the republicans—he always made it an in- 
dispensable rule, in his code of rules and orders 
as a representative, to suffer no question to pass, 
without expressing his opinion: and he has fre- 
quently been known to rise and ask, Mr. Speaker, 
what is the question under consideration 2 although 
the question might have been debated in his pres- 
ence for an hour, and then proceed to his ¢alk. 
It is not uncommon for him to rise and speak to a 
question which hae already boen devlded, and 
after another hae been brought up for decision. It 
is the privilege of age to be garrulous, and Mr. S. 
abates not one jot or tittle of his privilege. In 
the Jast legislature he was for repealing the old 
usury law, as it was called, of 1784; in the pres-| 
ent, he has been for reviving it. In both, he 
fought with all his might for the repeal of the 
lottery prohibitions, and in both has declared his 
desire that a state-lottery might be established, 
and the members of tbe legislature paid for their 
attendance in lottery -tickets. He always “quotes 
Scripture to his purpose”—whether it be to per- 
mit or prohibit usury, to licence lotteries and 


- games of chance, to regulate the taking of trout 


and alewives, to provide for the support of min- 
fsters, to make roads and canals, to build gaols or 
school houses, to incorporate banks or acade- 
mies, to exempt sheep and swine from attach 
ment, or to tax bachelors. His quotations are not 
always, as acotemporary editor would say, in 
good taste, and it would require more sagacity 
than most of his auditors possess to perceive the 
aptness of their application: but if a smile is 
produced, Mr. S. seems to be satisfied that the 
acrap of holy writ bas had its perfect work. He 
‘sometimes illustrates by the repetition of prov- 
erbs and anecdotes, which are as “ germain to 
to the matter” aswas the text “ These eight did 
Milcah bear” to the pious Methodis:’s sermon on 
effectual calling. ‘Ths fepeated election of Mr. 
S. to represent the town of Dartmouth, for so 
many ycara, is a proof of the influence he pos- 
sesses in that community, and authorises an in- 
ference highly complimentary to the intelligence, 
refinement, and sagacity of his constituents. Mr. 
&. frequently relates, in his own peculiar vein. of 
humor, the circumstances attending his first ep- 
pearance atthe capitol asa senator. Always 
acting on the principle that punctuality is the soul 
of business, and presuming that, in our republi- 
€an government, no scnator could justly clai:n 
precedence of place over anotiver, he entered the 
Senate chamber on the day of election, and as- 
sumed a chair next to that of the president. Af- 
ter the election of the President, the other mem- 
bers, take their seats, according to seniority, be- 
ginning at the president's chair, and proceeding 
on the right and left alternately. Asthe mem- 


bers were called over in this order, Mr. S. of 


course, was compelled to abdicate the chair he 
bad chosen, and resign it to an elder senator. He 
took the next chair, and was agaiu obliged to re- 
linguish it in favor of a senior: being thus “ push- 
ed from his stool,” be soou fovod himself near 


the door, when he called to the door-keeper, J 


say, shut that door, if you please, or I shall be expell- 
ed from the Senate. Mr. Slocum does not look 


much older now than he did twenty years ago ; 
and it may be said without incurriug the imputa- 
tion of extravagant eulogy, that his intellect is as 
bright, and his understanding as vigorous as it 
wasthen. Itis tobe presumed, however, that 
some of his faculties have lost a portion of their 
sensibjlity,and that he haz received at leagt one of 


a 


thethree warnings which Death gives to those 
whose term of existence is spun out to the length 
of three score and ten. His sense of hearing 
does not appear to be so exquisite as that of some 
of his juniors; an: it is not without exertion, and 
repeated attempts to kcep him within the limits 
prescribed by the rules and orders of the House, 
that the Speaker can make him understand that 
some other gentleman has the floor, and that he 
has exhausted his privilege of speaking. ‘The 
establishment of a state lottery, a tax on hach- 
elors, and the revival of the usury law of 1784, 
appear to have been the hobbies of Mr. Slocum 
during the late session. 

In a remote part of the semi-circle which fronts 
the Speaker's chair, and at a seat touching the 
second avenue on his left ‘hand, a gentleman 
might always be found during the sittings of the 
House, who scemed, if another green-room 
phrase may be adopted, well calculnted to per- 
Sorm the heavy business of legislation. Respected 
fur his years, acquirements, and private charac- 
ter, Mr. Briss of Sprivgfield may certainly be 
classed among the leading members of the House. 
This was his first appearance in the character of 
& representative for many years. [Je hns held 
several offices of honor and high responsibility 
in the state. He wasa judge of the court of 
common pleas, before the present organization 
of the court und the division of the state into cir- 
cuits, and has filled, it is believed, the place of 
representative, senator, and counsellor to the 
executive. He hasbeen more than once men- 
tioned as a candidate for governor, a station to 
which he would do honor. It happens sotme- 
times that au individual transaction, becoming 
unpopular, as times and epinions and circum- 
stances vary, destroys the popularity of those 
concerned init, although it were produced by the 
purest and most worthy of motives ; and some- 
thing like this has happened to Mr. Bliss. He 
was one of that select body of virtuous, high- 
minded, patriotic citizens, which assembled at 
Hartford in Dec. 1814, to exercise a constitution- 
al right of consuliing on grievances and the’ 
prospect of redress, and which has since been 
honored with the abusive and contumelious re- 
proaches of a set of politicians whose motives in 
this respect are, to say the least, of doubtful 
purity. The stain of the Hartford Convention, 
hr. 8. must carry with him to the grave; and be 
must be content to live proscribed to a certain 
extent, unless apostacy from Federalisin, (which 
God forbid) gizo@ld atone for the transaction. 
It has been hinted that Mr. B. was willing to 
have his connection with the Hartford Conven- 
tion forgotten, and that he had discovered, soine 
symptoms of a temporising posicy. But no one 
‘who sees him in kis place, anu witnesses the 
Gemnece efhis muality, cau give credit to the 
suggestion. In the House of Reyresentatives, 
Mr. B. has not displayed very brilliant powers;

sometimes logical, but never eloquent; sometimes 
energetic, but never graceful. His discernment 
is clear and his perception. rapid: he is active, 
patient, industrious, and persevering. Public 
business muy be safely confided to his hands, for 
he secms, as a legislator, to act from no motive | 
but what he conceives to be the public good.

The Theatre is, of all Others, that species of 
amusement which, being easy of attainment by 
all classes of society, is sunght after with the 
greatest avidity, andis peculiarly calculated to 
gratify the taste of the inhabitants of large cit- 
ies. When preserving its natural purity, under 
the influence of correct taste, the drama has nev- 
er incurred the censure of the moralist, or caus- 
ed the blush of shame to tinge the cheek of mod- 
esty ; its abuses alone have furnished the theme 
of virtuousdeciamation. Jt is, therefore, incum- 
bént upon those whose standing in society ena- 
bles them to control the opinions and direct the 
judgment of others, to encourage, by their coun- 
tenance and support, a well regulated theatre, in 
order that this popular amusement, innocent and 
laudable, when properly conducted, niay not 
degenerate into licentiousness, by seeking its pat- 
ronage from corrupt taste and vitiated indul- 
gence.
